Foot and Mouth Disease \.

VERY so often you read in the papers of dras- 


tic steps being taken by health authorities to 
prevent the spread of some disease. Recently 


it was necessary to destroy a, valuable herd of cat- 
tle infected with foot and mouth disease. 


The health authorities and the owners of the 


cattle agreed that the spread of this disease to other 
herds and the ravages it causes made it absolutely 
necessary to sacrifice the infected animals. 


Foot and mouth disease was first introduced 


into the United States in 1870 when an infected

herd of cattle arrived from England. 
This first epidemic waa con- 


trolled by destruction of the herd.

The one difference la that the lesions 
appear principally on the fingers and 
nails, aa welt aa in the throat and 
mouth. 


Characteristic of this disease are 


the vesicles or blisters which appear 
on the skin and on the mucous mem- 
branes of the mouth and throat. 
Tho secretion Is tho medium that 
carries the infection. 


In cows especially, tho mouth be- 


come* so sore, the animal cannot eat. 
Tho udders arc covered with vesi- 
cles. From milking tho men become 
Infected because tho secretion gets 
into euts and abrasions on the hands. 


Fever, general debility, upset di- 


gestion and diarrhoea are other 
symptoms accompanying foot and 
mouth disease in man. 


Tho treatment must consist of per- 
fect Isolation of tho infected person, 
tore of the diet is another important 
measure. The excreta should be do/- 
stroyed. bandages or gauze used In 
dressings or for the purpose of ex- 
pectoration should bo burned. Fresh 
ulr, sunlight and the routine care 
afforded every sick person are essen- 
tial if n. rapid nnd successful recov- 
ery is to bo hoped for.
